"Note the suicide 
statistics there now. These alone de- 
scribe the situation. Economically the 
Jews are ruined and no solution seems

"Politically the Jews; in Roland 
would be recognised . They want that 
Independence 'they enjoyed year* asro . 
The Jews form a distinct ethnic group 
and they insist upon having' their 
rights. The Poles do not want to yiald. 
They claim that today sell'-govcrn- 
ment for the Jews in Poland if. im- 
possib'e. Conditions 'lods.y are for 
different from those of the Middle 
Agos." 

The jews argue, however, that iho 
Polish suae is not a uniform one 
.Minority groups are numerous there. 
There are 'the Ukrainians, the White 
Russians, the Germans— -hence Poland 
is a federation of nationalities. This 
is the hasis of tho political conflict. 

There have been economic measures 
to suppress the Jov/fi, moves sgajntt 
the students, and all this came to a 
head with the recent 'effort at recon- 
ciliation. The Polish steps wore not 
satisfied unanimously by the Jews. 
The consosslons, as a matter of fact, 
do nor. Reich claimed, amount to much. 
Rigid laws were first passed— thon 
the Poles proceeded to retract some 
oj them. Thai !s all thai the conces- 
sions Involved. 

The solution Is a dtffereM one. The 
p;'cscnl Jewish population in Poland Js 
three and a half millions, ^migration 
Is Impossible. Even Palestine cannot 
complet ely help, for it can not absonb 
more than limited numbers. The Jews 
iiiighl to a certain degree turn 10 the 
island.

Myopln. we must regard na n struc- 
tural disharmony occasioned by the 
conditions lh.it olvllltatlon has entailed 
on us. Phort-slpht Is certainly a dis- 
order of (riwwth, :»nd the ewsonl'nl 
problem Is to dlseovor, not why fifteen 
per cent of our population suffers 
from it t hut why it does not occur In 
he remaining e'phty-flve per cent. 
Cliildren may bo fed on the same food 
and undergo the same school-tasks, 
yet only In certain Individuals does 
t.Vi* eyeball undergo abnormal olenga- 
tiicvn. They only are nffœtod by mod 
ern conditions: th«. others are not. 

Perhaps no structure in the human 
body illsutrates ab'.'otrophic changes 
so well ss tho lens of the eye. By 
the age of forty-five Ihc elasticity of 
the lens hss become so reduced in 
most of ns that w c have to seek the 
aid of spectacles. Vet we know that 
some individuals at the age of forty 
five retain the elast'etty of lens that 
is normal at thirty-five years of nso, 
whl'e others have reached a. stage 
usually found in men and women of 
sixty- It is with the lens of the eye 
as with the appendix: abiotrophy sets 
In prematurely In some: in others the 
change is delayed. 

The consideration of the functional 
failure of the lens of «hc eye brings us 
to a problem that fascinated Metchni- 
koff. What, is th? term of life which 
is natural to man? Metchnîlcoff in- 
clined to "place it at one hundred years 
— that if we escaped accident and 
dlne&te the inherent vitality of our 
tissues was sufficient to make a. cen- 
tenarian of everyone. Vet at the age 
of forty-five the lens of the normal 
man is already old: it has reached the 
t«rm of its full utility. We have no 
reason to suppose that civilization h;n 
shortened or is shortening its period 
of usefulness. The ind'catlon It ttffor.li 
sapports the belief that nature h-rs 
worked out the evolut'on of the human 
famiiy on a mean life-tenure of forty- 
five years: she has .hitherto run the 
human army on a short-service sys- 
tem. Unfortunately w e have no vital 
statistics of our nearest aille the 
8nthropo!d apes, sticky, a chimpanzee 
that diod lately In the Zoological i'; ar 
dens i lived there tor twenty-six years, 
and was three or four years of age 
when h« arrived. 

Thirty years ago I made an inten- 
sive study on the nge changes of the 
teerun. and skulls of (he great anthro- 
poid apes, and Mme to the conclusion 
that, very few ot thtm rca.ched the 
fifth deco.de of life All the elastic 
tissue and cartilage of the holy Uopt 
the k-ns company in their rote ol ug- 
ing; they lose their resiliency by the 
middle of the fifth decade. The age of 
forty-five sects the end of 'he l .-mi of 
chilldbearing which is normal l'or wo- 
men. When we consult the rates of 
mortality 'that now prevail we find 
that 3 sudden rise sets in during the

All the structural Imperfections of 
man's body that have been d'-scusaed 
i|p to this point are of u. kind that 
pprlsb in tile gra.ve, We ha ve no meupu 
of telling whether or not our remote 
ancestors suffered from apnondjcitls or 
were the victims of myopia, Fortu- 
nately, from tj.ls point of view ihere 
are certain of the durable parts of 
man's body ibnt manifest abiolrophlc 
changes— the 'le'eth aim jaws. During 
the last twenty years I liiiyu had an 
oppoiiunily of cxumjiifng; H > facial 
pans of o\er three hundred Individuals 
who lived In Rngjnnd more lhan a 
thousand years ago, some of lb em as 
long as eight ,or ten 1 liousa ml 'years ago.

Il Is now proved that the 
quality of enamiol and or dentin", 
particularly or secondary dentine, has 
n relation to the vitamin content of 3 
dietary. Knunlly important for the 
proper formation or teeth In the pres- 
ence" in food ni' a due proportion of 
certain mineral snlta. Nevertheless 
although a school of children arc ex- 
posed equally to unfavorable condi- 
tions. It Is only in a certain number 
that dcnta.i defects, will occur; In this 
respect the dental system .behaves as 
do all structure:! that arc liable to 
abiolrophlc changes. , 

In not one of the fifty ancient skulls 
was the' palate contracted, whereas in 
the fifty modern sku'ls there were 
tHrtecn in which 'this condition was 
present to a recognisable degree— in 
more tha.n half of them to a. marked 
extent. No matter which stratum of 
our population we make observations 
on. we shall find that every fourth or 
fifth child or adult we examine posses- 
ses a palate which, compared with the 
older type, may be described as both 
deformed in shape and reduced in 
site. I have never teen this defect and 
Irregularity of palatal growth except in 
skulls from cemeteries of the eigh- 
teenth and nineteenth centuries. It 
may be thought that this irregular 
growth with reduciion in the sir.e of 
palate, and the defects in the formation 
of the jaws and face that usually ac- 
company them, are merely the results 
Of the soft and highly prepared kinds 
of food we' eat! with such a dietary 
the teeth, ja.ws, and chewing muscles 
are deprived of the work thai fell to 
ll. em In more primitive ilmss. That 
this is not 1 lu, true explanation it 
proved by this fact: when children are 
fed, clothed, and exercised exactly 
alike, all are noL affected; only tom e of 
them develope Irregularities of I he 
palate ami Jaws. There is a special 
susceptibility to 'these imperfections 
In certain ra.ees and in certain fu milles. 

Among modern British people are to 
tbo seen vhi-Ious facial oha raclera, 
particularly In 'the orbits. In 1 lie cheek 
hones, and In the bony supports nf tho 
nose, that a.ro never to bo noted in tho 
racial framework of people wlo lived 
In Britlsn during the prn-Norman 
period, When a Continental cartonniHt 
seek* to represent John Bull he always 
emphasizes ihese new facial character- 
istics.

(Continued from P.i?;e Two) 
Mi'tehnikoff was rf?h* when he de- 
clared that, civilization had launched 
man on a fjreni experiment. From this 
experiment there Is no turning; back. 
We cannot return to tho conditions 
of human life that prevailed in this 
country six thousand years ago: ihcro 
are more people in one of the lesser 
back streets of London than .could 
find :in existence in the whole length 
and breadth of the Thames Valley if 
we returned to tho manner of living 
of odr distant ancestors. Wo cannot 
so back: we must go dn. Seeing how 
differently we aro now circumstanced 
in every relationship of life.— in food, 
in drink, in shelter, iti warmth, in oc- 
cupation, and in amusement. — the 
wonder is. not that structural im- 
perfections and functional dishar- 
monies should develop in a proportion 
of our numbers, luit that so many of 
us should escape harm aliogether 
aiid enjoy good health. It says much 
for the adaplionnl reaction that is In- 
hérent In tho human body that It with- 
stands the artificial conditions of 
modern civilization as well as it does. 

How are our bodies to be protected 
against lhe.se ills with which civiliza- 
tion threatens' thorn? Metchnlkoff, a 
declared and upon rebel againsts Na- 
ture, hoped thai science might dis- 
over some short out for man's es- 
cape, sonic way of speeding up the 
evolutionary machinery of his body, 
and so making it perfectly fitted for 
tho' life that ever-advancing civillzu- 
lion is forcing on mankind. I also be- 
lieve that science will find a means of 
escape, but not by Metchntkoff'a way. 
the solution of our problem is a fuller 
knowledge of Uio use and working of 
those parts of our bodies which are 
most apt to give way under our mod- i 
orn ways of Iviing — tho use of such 
struct lires as tho great bowel. And 
tvltcu wc have replaced our Ignorance 
by real knowledge wc shall then be 
in a position, not to adapt our bodib 
Hll'UCturps lo our modo of living, but 
our mode of living lo our bodily struc- 
tures. Tills seems to mo tho beat way 
uui.
